Sweet Potatoes 
Prove Good Feed 


During the winter of 
1940-41 Professor J. OC. 
Grimes, head of the ani- 
mal husbandry Depart- 
ment at Auburn, found 
that sweet potato meal 

was about 91 per cent as efficient 
and sweet potato pulp about 98 
per cent as efficient as corn meal 
for fattening steers. 

In feeding experiments Pro- 
fessor Grimes found that with 
corn meal, potato meal and po- 
tato pulp valued at the same price 
as corn, the profits per steer 
above feed costs were $7.90 for 
corn meal, $6.37 for the potato 
meal, and $7.70 for the sweet po- 
tato pulp. There was very little 
difference in the dress percent- 
age, the type of grade, or the 
palatability of the meat from the 
differently fed steers.

Parity legislation recently en- 
aeted by Congress and signed by 
the President will mean millions 
of dollars in added farm income 
to Alabama farmers and at the 
same time will actually cost no 
more than the present national 
agricultural program and should 
not cause any material increase 
in the prices of food and fiber, 

Statistics compiled by econo- 
mists at the request of the Amer- 
ican Farm Bureau Federation, 
Sponsor of the parity legislation, 
show that even though cotton, in- 
cluding payments, will bring’ ap- 
proximately 16 cents per pound, 
wheat $1.14 per bushel, and corn 
83 cents per bushel, changes in 
retail prices should be inconse- 
quential, according to J, A. 
Wilkes, president of the Coffee 
County Farm Bureau,

The farmer gets 40 
percent of the money spent at re- 
tail for flour “und 15 percent of 
the money spent at retail for 
bread, therefore, a 13.3 increase 
in the price of wheat would not 
justify more than a 65.3 percent 
ingrease in the price of flour and 
not more than 2 percent increase 
in the price of bread, or about 
one-sixth of a cent a loaf, 

“When fed with the proper sup- 
plementary feeds, nine bushels of 
corn will produce 100 pounds of 
pork, This means that with an 
85 percent of parity loan on corn, 
hog farmers’ production costs will 
be increased about 75 cents per 
100 pounds. An increase in hog 
prices from $9 to $9.75 per hun- 
dred would mean an increase of 
8.3 percent to farmers. According 
to the Bureau of Agricultural Ec- 
onomics, farmers received only 
57 percent of the money consum- 
crs spent for retail pork in 1939, 
That is to say, 57 percent of the 
retail price would be increased 
6.3 percent. This would mean an 
increase of only 4.7 percent in 
the total retail price of pork. 

“Any other price increases can- 
not be laid at the door of far- 
mers,” 

Under the present farm pro- 
gram it would have required 
$960,200,000 in appropriations 
from the federal treasury to bring 
farmers to full parity, Mr. Wilkes 
said. Only $433,600,000 will be 
reeded under the new parity leg- 
islation, since the inereasing of 
mandatory loans on basic com- 
modities from 52 to 85 percent 
of parity reduces the wide spread 
which has existed. The amount of 
direct appropriations, which is in 
the form of soil conservation and 
parity payments, necessary to 
achieve the parity goal is no 
greater than total funds previ- 
ously available for these items, 
he said.

CHRISTIANITY EXPANDS 
IN ASIA 
LESSON TEXT—Acts 19:8-10, 23-32, 
IOLDEN TEXT—So mightily grew the 
word of God and prevailed.—Acts 19:20, 


War is the order of the day, and 
much as we may regret it the life of 
every one of us is affected by its 
feverish touch, Certainly no Chris- 
tian has any pleasure in the violent 
hatreds of wicked men, and can only 
pray that somehow a righteous peace 
may come to this troubled world. 

There is a warfare, however, 
which we do seek to foster and pro- 
mote. We encourage it, and as 
Christians make a holy resolve to 
battle to the end, That is the war- 
fare against Satan and his hosts. 
As long as he rules in the hearts of 
men, and sin and wickedness are 
here, we say, ‘Fight on, my soul.” 

Christian life and service are pre- 
sented in Scripture as a fight. We 
do well to learn the methods and the 
weapons of this great spiritual con- 
flict; not stressing a belligerent 
note of strife against one another, 
and particularly not between the 
divisions of God's army in the earth, 
but standing shoulder to shoulder 
in the battle against the Evil One. 

I, Attack for God (vv. 8-10). 

The vigorous prosecution of a 
strong attack on the enemy’s posi- 
tion {s good military strategy, and 
good spiritual warfare. The com- 
mand of God is ‘‘Forward!’’ and 
His forces are not to hinder their 
effectiveness by weak indecision or 
fear. Paul sets us an example in his 

1. Bold Preaching (vv. 8, 9a). 

Paul had met some disciples 
(19:1-8) who knew only the baptism 
of John and did not have the Holy 
Spirit. Dr. Erdman rightly says 
that ‘there are many more like 
these twelve ‘disciples’ in the pews 
of Christian churches. They are 
sincere men, they hate their sins, 
they believe in the teachings of 
Jesus, they admire the Sermon on 
the Mount, they yearn for the high- 
est and best things, but they lack 
spiritual power. Why? Because 
they are ‘disciples of John,’ they 
have not fixed their hearts and their 
hopes upon a divine, risen, glorified 
Christ; they do not know ‘the grace 
of God.’ When, however, they 
learn the full gospel and yield 
themselves to Christ, they are not 
merely baptized with water, but also 
the Holy Spirit.” 

2. Careful Teaching (vv. 9b, 10). 

Three months of such preaching 
brought many converts, but there 
were also “hardened and disobedi- 
ent’? men whose opposition caused 
Paul to withdraw the disciples 
(learners) to the privacy of a lec- 
ture room for thorough instruction 
in Christian doctrine, a sort of Bible 
Institute of Ephesus. The church has 
largely failed in its teaching minis- 
try and has thus weakened its effec- 
tiveness against the enemy. To be 
strong workers for the Lord, Chris- 
tians must know the doctrines of the 
Bible. 

II. Counter Attack by Satan (vv. 
23-32). 

The enemy of our souls is often 
content to let us go on in compara- 
tive peace as long as we do not both- 
er him unduly, but once we put up 
the banner of a holy life and service 
in God's army, he begins a terrific 
counter attack. Paul had felt it 
already in the hardening of listen- 
ers’ hearts (v. 8), but now it began 
in dead earnest. 

1. By Selfish Opposition (vv. 23- 
27). 

One way to bring a violent reac- 
tion against spiritual truth is to let 
it interfere with business. Demetrius 
and his fellow silversmiths pro- 
fessed to be concerned about the 
threatened destruction of the heath- 
en worship of Diana (and what a 
fine testimony that was to the ef- 
fectiveness ‘of Paul’s preaching!), 
but in reality they were worried 
about the loss of their ungodly busi- 
ness in charms (vv, 25-27). 

Many of the enemies of the gospel 
in our time are fighting against 
God's Word because they are in a 
business which is condemned by it.

Finally, one sensible man, 
fearing the punishment of city of- 
ficials, quieted them. The Ephe- 
sians were just like many in our 
day who fear man more than God. 
But, may we ask, if you fear the 
judgment of men, how think you to 
escape the judgment of God? After 
all, 
oppose, unconverted friend. Do you 
think He will hold you guiltless?

FRUIT KEEPS

Removing grown cucumbers, 
egg plants, and squash from the

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600 RED CROSS WORKERS IN 
ARMY AND NAVY STATIONS 

Washington, D, C.—-Red Cross 
trained staff workers, numbering 
approximately 600, are assigned 
to camps, naval stations and mil- 
itary hospitals in the organiza- 
tion’s expanded service to the 
armed forces, Chairman Norman 
H, Davis announced here, 

Supplementing the work of 
these fleld directors, their staffs 
and the trained hospital workers, 
are thousands of volunteers, such 
as the Gray Ladies who aid in 
recreational work in hospitals 
and the volunteers in Red Cross 
chapters who make garments for 
the hospitalized soldiers and sai- 
los, Mr, Davis said. Women in 
chapters also are making forty 
million surgical dressings for the 
Army, and in some chapters do- 
nors volunteer in the Red Cross 
project to provide 200,000 units 
of blood for blood plasma, re- 
quested by the Surgeon Generals 
of the Army and Navy, 

“The Red Cross,” Mr, Davis re- 
ported, “is the only non-military 
organization serving within the 
military reservations, under army 
and navy regulations, The supple- 
mentary services it provides to 
the able-bodied men and men in 
hospitals, as required by its Con- 
gressional Charter, were begun 
in 1917 and have continued with- 
out cessation, 

"To give this service to the 
greatly expanded army, navy and 
marine corps, with an estimated 
1,600,000 men under arms, the 
Red Cross has everywhere along 
the line increased its trained per- 
sonnel and volunteers and made 
supplementary appropriations, 
For example, in order to meet an 
emergency need for recreational 
equipment for army posts and 
navy stations, the Red Cross ad- 
vanced $1,000,000 pending passage 
of a Congressional appropriation 
for this purpose, 

“Thus far the increased expen- 
ditures for the Red Cross service 


to the armed forces have been 
met from our cash reserves, To 
carry on these and other Red 


Cross activities a greatly increas- 
ed membership during Roll Call 
next November will be needed.” 

Among the services and proj- 
ects now being carried forward 
for the armed forces by the Red 
Cross national organization and 
its Chapters, as reported by Mr. 
Davis, are the following: 

Essential services affecting 
morale of the able-bodied con- 
ducted through field directors and 
assistants stationed at posts, 
camps and naval stations to aid 
military personnel in solying per- 
sonal problems of themselves and 
their families at home, Addition- 
al personnel to be assigned as 
new cantonments and posts are 
opened or present cantonments 
and posts expand, 

Social service, communication 
service and recreational programs 
conducted at all existing military 
hospitals and at new hospitals as 
rapidly as they are established. 
Medical social service s conduct- 
ed at general hospitals. 

Up to $1,000,000 worth of ath- 
letic equipment furnished Army 
and Navy pending availability of 
Congressional appropriation. 

Chapter Home Service workers 
aiding families of military men 
in their home communities, 

Ten thousand additional Red 
Cross, Reserve nurses being re- 
cruited for military and naval 
hospitals. 

Medical technologists, includ- 
ing dieticians, bcing enrolled to 
give 200,000 units of blood plas- 
ma for the Army and Navy. 

Forty million surgical dress- 
ings made for military hospitals. 

Instructions in first aid, swim- 
ming and life saving inaugurated 
at army posts, camps and sta- 
tions.

LYNCHINGS IN 1941 SO FAR 


Tuskegee, Ala.— Three lynch- 
ings, one each in Georgia, Flor- 
ida and North Carolina, were re- 
ported for the first six months 
of 1941 by Tuskegee Institute 

All of the victims were Negroes 
it said, and T. R, Broady, assist- 
ent in research at the institute, 
listed the cases and circumstances 
as follows: 

“1.—April 20, Gaston County, 
near Cherryville, N. C., Robert 
Melker, Negro, charged with al- 
tercation with white men; shot 
to death in home by four men. 

“2— May 6, Blakeley, Early 
County, Georgia, Robert Sapp, 
Negro, suspected of stealing from 
his employer; flogged with a club 
and piece of machine belting. 

“3--May 13, Quincy, Gadsden 
County, Florida, A. C. Williams, 
Negro, charged with attempted 
rape upon 12-year-old white girl; 
beaten and body riddled with bul- 
lets.”

PEACH DRYING PROGRAM 


LAUNCHED IN ALABAMA 


State and county workers of 


the Alabama Extension Service 
are urging farm families in each 
Alabama county to dry a large 
supply of home produced peach- 


es for use duving the winter 
months. 
Several years ago it was 


thought necessary to dry fruit on 
a stove but Dr. C. L. Isbell, pro- 
fessor of horticulture, Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, Auburn, 
has found that a galvanized roof, 
exposed to the sun, gives about 


the right temperature for prop- 
erly drying fruits and vegeta- 
bles, 


Lavada Curtis, extension spe- 
cialist in food preservation, is at 
present advising all agricultural 
workers in the state on the im- 
portance of dried peaches in the 
diet. “If correct methods are 
used in drying peaches very little 
of the food content is lost,’ says 
Miss Curtis. 


On July 1 Donald Robertson, 
Alabama assistant extension edi-

A YBHAR FOR HIGH 
SCHOOL GIRL’S WARDROBE 


Chicago,-A_ high school girl's 
wardrobe costing only 7.52 a year 
has been developed by govern- 
ment economists to aid the 1,703,- 


000 farm families—-one in every 
four—-which have a net income 
of less than $500 a year. 


The clothing, mostly tailored in 
the home from materials costing 
10 to 25 cents a yard, includes 
two every-day costumes and one 
dress-up outfit, all calculated to 


last three years with occasional 
wterations in style, 
Martha D, Dinwiddie, regional 


chief of home management for 
the Farm Security Administra- 
tion at Little Rock, Ark,, describ- 
ed the project recently before the 
national convention of the Amer- 
ican Home Economics Associa- 
tion, 

A survey of the wardrobes of 
115 girls, aged 14 to 20, in low 
income families along the Gulf 
Coast revealed, she said, that the 
original cost of articles on hand 
averaged something over $22, and 
represented a three-year invest- 
ment, 

Farm Security agents took this 
figure as their average budget, 
and sought to provide better clo- 
thing for the same money. 

Materials for testing-—mostly 
cotton—were purchased at out- 
lets patronized by low-income 
families—the chain stores, mail 
order houses, bargain basements, 
and mill ends. 

The dresses, cut in simple pat- 
terns, variable in color, neck-line 


and trimming, were stitched at 
home Seraps of materials were 
turned into hats and purses. 


Home-made fasteners and deco- 
rations for dresses were evolved 
from stray materials—old neck- 
ties, overall buttons, nuts, spools, 
corks and wood chips, 

“The girl usually bought a coat 
every other year, paying between 
$6 and $7," Miss Dinwiddie ad- 
ded, “The reversible coat which 
cost $3.18 probably will last long- 
or.” 

To spread the economies from 
this experiment, she said, every 
county agent of the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration will receive a 
sample display of the costumes,

Isolation of the younger 
birds, says D, F, King, poulltry 
husbandman, Aigbama  Experi- 
ment Station, gives them a better 
chance to be raised free of para- 
sites and diseases which are usu- 
ally contracted from older birds, 
Chickens, believes King, will 
never fit into the farming pro- 
gram as they should until a crop 
rotation system is used whereby 
the birds are allotted certain ar- 
eas each year, Isolation and good 
pasturage are regarded as im- 
portant items to’ consider when 
chickens are put on the range.
